He  shows  that  in  spite  of  the  creation  by 
the  state  of  an  institute  of  vnccination 
the  death,.rato  of  smallpox,  after  having 
decreased  for  a  certain  time,  roan  again 
In  IMPS  through  rarelee.-nn-**  and  impru¬ 
dence.  Children  not  vnccinatcuLcontiu- 
ned  to  be  received  in  the  schools,  he  auyH; 
the  rag  trade  ia  not  watched  in  any  way; 
the  isolation  of  contagious  iliscaxes  in  the 
hospitals  ia  not  enforced,  while  work¬ 
men,  boatmen,  traveling  showmen  and 
country  letter  earners  matter  the  germs 
of  the  disease  right  and  left  after  lining 
111  by  resuming  their  occnpationN  prema¬ 
turely. 

It  ts  in  vain,  adds  M.  Kchrevens.  that 
the  Belgium  government  found*  it* 
hopes  on  the  regulation*  which  the  pro¬ 
vincial  council*  an*  elai*.rating  concern- 
ing  the  general  organization  of  vaccina- 
tion.  The  law  i*  the  only  radical  and  e<-r 
tain  meaim re  in  *uch  (|iication*.

I  am  quite  aware  that  tin-  following 
objection  is  often  made,  and  that  it  is 
•aid  that  it  is  not  true  that  vaccination 
prevents  smalliwx,  and  that  cases  are 
cited  in  which  a  person  properly  vacci¬ 
nated  has  taken  smallpox.  In  spite  of 
this  I  maintain  my  affirmation  and  -ball 
explain  clearly,  I  hope,  how  a  vaccinated 
person  may  take  smallpox  ami  even  bow 
smallpox  and  vucciifti  can  1*-  seen  going 
through  their  evolution  together  on  the 
same  person.

These  will  Is*  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  appearance  of  six  fine  pus¬ 
tule*,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  if  n 
seventh  and  eighth  inoculation  had  ls-en 
made  they  would  have  been  followed  by 
a  seventh  or  eighth  pustule. 

What  doee  this  prove?  That  satura¬ 
tion  has  possibly  not  )>een  reached  and 
that  a  certain  amount  of  receptivity  to 
the  virus  still  remains.  The  immunity 
may  be  complete,  but  it  mny  also  Is*  only 
partial.  If  a  man  vaccinated  six.  seven, 
sight  or  ten  years  ago  bo  inoculated  with 
the  same  vaccine  matter  used  for  the 
child  and  with  the  same  care  in  six' 
places,  instead  of  six  pustules,  os  in  the 
former  case,  only  one,  two  or  three  may 
furm.  Huturation  is  manifest  in  this  in- 
■taoco,  and  bia  immunity  is  complete. 

With  another  jsitient  revaccinated  sur- 
oaasfully  three  months,  six  months  or  a 
year  ago,  and  with  whom  the  nuinlier  of 
pustules  was  less  than  the  nuuits-r  of  in-

It  is  found  that  the  yel¬ 
lowish  white  substance  formed  from  oou- 
oeiitruted  solutions  is  a  hydfated  stannic 
nitrate  at  varying  eomp*Mitiou,  depend¬ 
ing  on  tbe  time  between  production  and 
analysis,  also  on  the  method  of  purifica¬ 
tion  adopted  for  eliminating  the  nitric 
acid.
